Most large law firms that employ or 
are owned by former U.S. officials— 
including Clark _Clifford’s—can 
command six-figure contracts as 
foreignagents. ~~ 

Clifford's firm was paid $119, CCO 
by Algeria during a four-month 
period in 1978 for - furnishing legal 
services and advice on foreign rela- 
tions, energy and trade matters, 
public filings show. Algeria’s pre- 
vious foreign agent—former Atty. 


Gen. Richard G- _ Kleindienst—was_ 


paid $286,C00 over two years. : 

Rogers, afier serving as secretary 
of state in the Nixon administration, 
helped represent the government of 
Indonesia as well as Air France, the 
official French air line. 

His firm, which also includes for- 
mer Assistant Treasury Secretary 
Eugene T. Rossides, received $385, - 
coo from Air France for congres- 
sional lobbying and legal work to 
obtain U.S. landing and takeoff
